


Company’s First Department Store in a Regional 
Shopping Centre, Now Being Built in Oshawa, Ont. 



Work has begun on a $2,000,000 split-level department store which our Company is to 
occupy in Canada’s finest and largest Regional Shopping Centre to date, now underway in 
the west end of Oshawa. This is Eaton’s of Canada’s first store in a regional shopping 
centre, and our three-level ultra-modern building is described by local newspapers as “the 
hub” of the Centre, which is scheduled for opening in October, 1956. 


More than 60 retail outlets are to be 
included in the $10,000,000 project being 
built on a 50-acre tract on King Street 
West, Oshawa. 

The Centre will reflect the most ad¬ 
vanced ideas in shopping-centre design, 
stores opening off a 1,000-foot-long central 
Mall. Customers will have access to free 
supervised parking designed to accommo¬ 
date 4,000 cars at one time. An under¬ 
ground truck concourse will run under the 
Mall, speeding deliveries and eliminating 
traffic bottlenecks and noise. Attractive 
marquees will provide protection from sun 
and rain and many areas will be land¬ 
scaped. 

The Eaton store will incorporate many 
modern features with selling on three lev¬ 
els—upper level, mall level and lower level 
(which opens on to the parking area). 

There will be 135,000 square feet of sell¬ 
ing space and provision has been made 
for expansion to 200,000 feet. Air condi¬ 
tioning and central heating, automatic 
passenger-operated elevators and wide 


double escalators will service all floors. 
Most of the major sales and promotions 
offered in Toronto will be made available 
to Oshawa shoppers through this store, 
which reflects more than two years of re¬ 
search and planning for this first venture 
of Eaton’s into the regional shopping cen¬ 
tre field. 

The Mail Order Office and Heavy Goods 
Store formerly operated in Oshawa will be 
incorporated in the new store, but the 
Mail Order Office will retain its individual 
functions for catalogue shoppers. 

Construction will feature extensive use 
of stone, brick, cast stone and marble, with 
glass used extensively on the Mall and side 
promenades. Wide display windows will 
face the parking area. 

Mayor Norman Down of Oshawa offici¬ 
ated at the sod turning ceremonies on July 
22, assisted by Mr. Hugh J. Gorrie of 
Eaton’s, and representatives of other or¬ 
ganizations who plan to open stores in the 
Centre.

The industrial fire shown here 
involved over a l^-million-dollar 
loss in property alone—and could 
have been prevented by one 
safety rule that was neglected. 

Eternal Vigilance Is the Price 
of Safety—and we thank Eatoni- 
ans for helping our regular and 
volunteer Fire Protection staff so 
well. Let’s Keep up the Good 
Work! 

Report any safety hazards or 
danger spots; any defective ma¬ 
chinery or electrical items — let 
the right people fix them! 

Know the uses of the fire ex¬ 
tinguishers—Regular type (large 
cylinder with ring handle); Pump 
type (mostly in warehouses) ■— 
FOR ORDINARY FIRES. 

C.O.2 (Carbon Dioxide) throws 
a cloud of snowy effect, has wide 
funnel on short hose; USE FOR 
FLAMING LIQUIDS OR ELEC¬ 
TRICAL FIRES. 

Carbon-Tet. has handle to turn 
and pump vapourizing liquid ■— 
use on electrical fires. 

Foamite (marked with name). 
For oil, grease, gasoline fires. 

(We plan to run a short series 
on these extinguishers later.) 

RED STAR ON PILLAR OR 
WALL MARKS LOCATION 
OF EXTINGUISHERS 

Get to know who’s on the vol¬ 
unteer fire brigade in your sec¬ 
tion and notify them of any 
trouble.
